On several occasions, articles 
have appeared in this paper concern¬ 
ing Out-of-Province coverage: Any¬ 
one covered under the General 
Motors agreements DO NOT have 
to buy additional insurance if you are 
going out of the Province or Country. 
You would only be duplicating your 
coverage and wasting your money. 

If you are going out of the Province 
or Country, there are three (3) things 
you must do if you have medical 
bills: 

1. Be sure you request an itemized 
statement from the doctor and the 
hospital that accounts for each item 
for which you are paying. 

2. When you return to Ontario, you 
must submit the original itemized 
statement to the OHIP office for their 
share of the account. Be sure to have 
copies of these itemized accounts be¬ 
fore taking or mailing to the OHIP 
office. 

3. When you receive payment from 
OHIP for their portion of the ac¬ 
count, then submit the cheque stub 
and a copy of the itemized medical 
statements to Green Shield for fur¬ 
ther payments. 

The OHIP office is located in the

West, 3rd floor. 

If there are any questions, you 
should get in touch with your Insur¬ 
ance Representative or the Union 
Hall.

SHIFT CHANGES — PARTS 
During the time being absent on 
vacation, the Company combined 
the (2) rotating shifts to “one” steady 
day shift, for several weeks during 
the month of July 1983. Effective 
August 2, 1983, the Company 
changed back to a rotating shift as 
per past practice. Commencing Au¬ 
gust 2, 1983, the Company placed 32 



employees on the night shift. The 
Union was informed that the number 
of employees working the night shift 
could fluctuate depending on the 
number of employees “going” or 
“returning” from vacations. 

About half of the Parts work force 
have been out on vacation during the 
month of August. Therefore, a lim¬ 
ited amount of stock has been 
transferred to Woodstock. Indica¬ 
tions from management sources are 
that Parts closure will be completed 
near the end of the year. A lot of 
“new” stock has entered into Parts 
and Service, which was placed and 
set up in new locations. 

The “storage area” of the Parts 
and Service building is being cleared 
by August 18, 1983, so that it may be 
utilized by “maintenance’ ’ for model 
change-over equipment and/or by 
Truck and Body Plants for storage. 
The Company has also stored 
“record and file boxes” in the rear of 
the building. 

A proposal was made by the Com¬ 
pany to retain an area of75,000 sq. ft. 
for F-code parts. At this time, no one 
seems to know for sure what the 
Parts building will be “used” for in 
case it become empty at a later time. 
The only information given to me by 
management is that some (20) sala¬ 
ried personnel could be using the 
“satellite” cafeteria as a “Service 
Department” office. 

UNION REPRESENTATION 
PARTS 

I was informed by my replacement 
John Wade upon return of my (5) 
weeks vacation that Zone 15 Com¬ 
mitteeman Bruce Adams had volun¬ 
tarily resigned his Committeeman 
position and accepted an Inspection 
job in the B-Body shop. I should 
point out that Brother Adams had 
right to remain Zone Committee¬ 


man, at least until an election was 
called. It was mutually agreed that 
Brother John Wade would remain 
Zone Committeeman—steady days, 
and Brother William Zakarow would 
function as Alternate Zone Commit¬ 
teeman — steady days. 

On behalf of the Zone 15 workers 
and myself, I would like to thank 
“Bruce” for having represented the 
Parts workers and I wish him well in 
his Union activities in the Body 
Shop. 

As we have (2) shifts operating 
presently, I have appointed as Zone 
Committeeman and/or Alternate 
Committeeman Brothers Harry 
Short, Mike Senyk, Ralph Service 
who have acted in these capacities 
before and I will assist them wher¬ 
ever I can. Brother Peter Devitt will 
function as Acting Committeeman 
for 2 weeks in Zone 15, Shift 2. 

NO CONTRACTUAL VIOLATION 

A bulletin was posted in Parts and 
Service that the Warehouse would 
be working (8) hours on Saturday, 
July 23, 1983. Unfortunately, the 
employees only worked (4) hours. 
The contract does not provide that 
the Company is obligated to com¬ 
pensate the employees for (8) hours 
pay at time and one half. Someone 
had informed the Parts workers that 
they would be compensated for (8) 
hours overtime. “If’ this person can 
manage to have the Corporation 
compensate all Parts employees, I 
will accept the pay as well without 
the filing of a grievance. 

I will be attending a GM Council 
Meeting in Windsor, Ontario on Sep¬ 
tember 14, 15, 16, 1983. 

P.S. You know contract time is not 
too far away. I feel the demand of 
$1,500 pension per month for 30 
years service is not unreasonable in 
1984. Let’s lead the way: Our pen¬ 
sions must be more in 1984.

1983, the Com¬ 
pany called a 
meeting with the 
Shop Committee 
to announce that the “B“ Plant 
would not change to the “A” car 
after all. At this same meeting, they 
announced that our plant would in¬ 
crease its car production from 45 per 
hour to 52 per hour. This increase is 
to take placfc in October of this year. 
Both these things are good news for 
us all in terms of job security as well 
as an opportunity of new people 
being hired in the plant. 

GET WELL SOON 
As many of you have heard, our 
District Committeeman Jim McGee 
became ill the first of July. On behalf 
of Jim, I’d like to thank all those who 
inquired about him and sent along 
their wishes for his speedy recovery. 
I’m happy to announce that he is feel¬ 
ing much better and I suspect he will 
return to work in the not too distant 
future. 

UNEMPLOYMENT AND 
CANADIAN CONTENT 
Everyday we read in the papers 
about the crisis of unemployment in 
this country. People are losing their 
homes, their jobs, and their farms. 
We can not sit back and watch while 
members of our Union and our coun¬ 
try suffer. 

Unemployment statistics are 


shocking. This spring 12.6 percent or 
almost two million Canadians were 
out of work. Our country needs an 
industrial strategy and massive eco¬ 
nomic stimulation to put Canadians 
back to work. Canadian content in 
the auto industry for example should 
be part of such a strategy. 

Canadian UAW Director Bob 
White co-chaired an auto task force 
in May of this year. It estimated that 
80,000 auto related jobs could be 
created if the government brings in 
Canadian content requirements for 
the auto industry. Another 50,000 
“spin off’jobs could result from the 
increased employment. 

The task force chief recommen¬ 
dation would require all car 
makers to put at least 60 percent 
Canadian content into the cars they 
sell here by 1987. Failure of the 
government to implement these 
recommendations could cost Canada 
jobs. 

If foreign car makers are not 
forced to build facilities here, North 
-American car makers are going to . 
say, “Why should we feel an obliga¬ 
tion to Canada?’’ and start to out 
source more and more of their own 
production to low wage countries. 
That will mean the loss of more and 
mqre of our jobs here. As I said ear¬ 
lier, as Union members, we can not 
just sit back and watch our jobs go 
down the drain because an uncaring 
Liberal government doesn’t have the 
intestinal fortitude to implement 
Canadian content legislation. 

It is our obligation to lobby the 
Trudeau Government until they do 
act. As a result, myself and/or my 
Alternate Committeeman Bob * 
Wilson will be bringing around a card ' 
for each member to sign addressed to 
Prime Minister Trudeau asking him 
to adopt the task force’s recom¬ 
mendation into legislation before it’s 
too late. Because as Bob White says, 
“Working people have to stick to¬ 
gether, because when we work to¬ 
gether, more of us will be working.’’

CANADIAN CONTENT 

Everyone has to be aware of the 
writeups and talks that the various 
news media have had regarding 
“Canadian Content’’ laws. Our fed¬ 
eral government 
has had lots of 
talks, especially 
with Japan, but 
due to what 
seems to be a 
lack of intestinal 
fortitude we are 
still on the short 
end. Our 
government 
does not want to 
hurt anyone’s 

Mr. Hackworth, the President of 
General Motors of Canada, has been 
very vocal about this problem and 
has received a lot of coverage from 
the news media. 

I have to give some credit to Mr. 
Hackworth for his efforts, but I be¬ 
lieve he is reaching too far into some¬ 
thing which he is only one voice and 
ignoring something a lot closer to 
him which he may have some con¬ 
trol. 

We all know that the wiring 
department has moved out of 
Oshawa to Mexico. General Motors 
did this for pure monetary reasons, 
and I think that Mr. Hackworth 
should be looking at things like this. 


Engines for the 1984 “A’’ car are 
going to be imported from Mexico 
also. 

The “A’’ plant had a number of 
charter flights that had to bring har¬ 
nesses in so that the 1983 model 
could be finished, and these cost ap¬ 
proximately $9000.00 per flight. 
Somewhere the consumer is paying 
for this, and it will be interesting to 
see how many engines can be 
brought in on a Lear Jet. 

I was told it was cheaper to have 
the engines made and shipped from 
Mexico than having them done in St. 
Catharines. I find this very hard to 
believe. There are just too many laid 
off St. Kitts workers working in 
Oshawa. 

The latest figures I have heard say 
that import car sales are down. I 
think this is because there are less 
repeat buyers of foreign cars. I have 
heard the phrase “I will never buy 
another one,” too many times. We 
do build a better product, but I have 
moved away from the content issue. 

When we were short of harnesses 
in the past a taxi was dispatched to 
the north plant. Now it’s a Lear Jet 
from Mexico that looks after short¬ 
ages. 

I believe if Mr. Hackworth is sin¬ 
cere about content regulations he 
should initiate a campaign with all 
the salaried employees in Canada, 
also petitioning the federal govern¬ 
ment for Canadian content regula¬ 
tions.

By the time this article reaches 
your homes, you probably will have 
finished your vacation and returned 
to your work and I surely hope you 
had a safe and 
fun holiday. The 
latter part of 
June and all of 
July has been 
very warm, with 
the humidity al¬ 
most unbear¬ 
able. Every 
Truck Plant 
employee should 
be commended 
for staying on 
their jobs throughout this period and 
letting the Union negotiate some 
extra relief when they could. “Thank 
you.” 

“B” CARS TO STAY 

On July 21, the Company 
announced they were going to re¬ 
tain the “B” cars in Oshawa and 
continue to build the Chevy 
“Caprice”, the Chevy “Impala” 
and the Pontiac “Parisienne”. This 
was accepted as a credit to the big 
cars and a bigger demand for them. 
This also will help reduce the strain 
on our SUB Fund. 

The Company also announced an 
increase in production for the “A” 
car with production jumping from 45 
an hour to 52 an hour. This change 
for Chevy “Celebrity” and the 
“Pontiac 6000” will take place after 
vacations are finished. This alto¬ 
gether likely will result in a small hir¬ 
ing program. 

COST CUTS AHEAD 

I feel General Motors, throughout 
Oshawa, will try to implement a far 
greater cost savings throughout their 
plants this model year and tell us 
they have to implement these cost 
savings to stay competitive in the 
auto industry. 

I sure hope they are smart enough 
and not take anything away from the 
Truckers as they once again enjoyed 
one of their best Quality years. If 
they are going to monkey around 
with a savings kick and take things 
away for the worker who keeps them 
(Truck Plant Management) in their 
jobs, they had better think again and 
look elsewhere for their savings. 

And, I have a few suggestions for 
them: 1. Truck Plant, if they keep 
with yearly tradition, they will end 
up with more “Chiefs” than 
“Braves”. A cut in this direction 
would save them a number of 
dollars. 

2. Do away with the General 
Foreman level. Let the supervisors 
who work with the employees 8 
hours a day, 6 days a week, call the 
shots. (This would be a great saver). 

3. Turn all the machines and lights 
off that can be turned off for the 


weekend and they will find them¬ 
selves a savings there.

The Nissan plant in Tennessee has 
already said they are not joining the 
UAW. The Honda plant in Ohio and 
the California plant have also voiced 
their disapproval of the UAW. 

In Bieber’s inaugural speech, he 
spoke of the unemployment situation 
in the U.S. going from 1 X U% to 10% 
since Reagan took office. Mr. 
Bieber, what is it going to be when 
the Japanese finish their first year 
building over a million autos in your 
own back yard? 


During our fourth step meetings, 
District 11 won a grievance which 
could set a precedent throughout 
General Motors all over Canada. 
This grievance was won when the 
Company said they wouldn’t pay 
bereavement to a couple living 
Common Law. They said “spouse” 
means “wife”. 

My facts presented the Company 
with a copy of their

employees. On the back of their pol¬ 
icy, it says, “Carefully read the 
“definition of dependent” set forth 
below. Spouse means the person to 
whom the employee is legally mar¬ 
ried or if there is no such person, 
means a^person of the opposite sex 
who has been co-habiting and resid¬ 
ing with the employee for a con¬ 
tinuous period of at least two years, 
and has been publicly represented by 
the employees as the employee’s 
spouse.”

Greetings: 

I have, once again, the pleasure to announce that the Canadian Labour 
Congress is now in a position to receive applications for the Commonwealth 
Relations Trust Bursary. The Trust was established to encourage the ex¬ 
change of visits by people expected to be in a position to influence opinion 
within their union and community. 

The Bursary provides the opportunity for a Canadian trade unionist to spend 
three months in the United Kingdom commencing early May, 1984, under¬ 
taking a study of some aspect of the trade union movement or the industrial 
system of the U.K. Applicants may choose their own subject and will achieve 
their objective through travel, meetings with individuals or groups, and 
research of documentation during their stay. 

Candidates must be trade unionists in good standing with her/his own union 
with a broad knowledge of, and experience in, the varied aspects of the 
Canadian labour movement, and intends to maintain a high level of involve¬ 
ment upon their return from study. The age limit has been set at between 28 
and 40 because of the required union experience and the applicant’s con¬ 
tinued commitment to the labour movement. Candidates must have a reason¬ 
able level of education to make the best use of their stay in the U.K. and be of 
sufficient calibre to be able to act on their own initiative. Applicants should 
not have been previously to the U.K.,.except for a short holiday visit. 
Applications should include the following: 

(a) A short statement of the applicants’ proposed objectives in applying for a 
bursary, what they hope to obtain from the experience and what they feel 
they can contribute to the aims of the Trust. 

(b) The special area or areas of study to be pursued. 

(c) Any known contacts in the U.K. 

(d) Previous travel abroad, including any visits to the U.K. 

(e) Address to which correspondence should be sent; and 

(f) A full curriculum vitae. 

I would appreciate you making the Bursary known throughout your organi¬ 
zation. The name, your recommendation and documentation for each candi¬ 
date must be received by the Canadian Labour Congress no later than 
September 30, 1983.
